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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-7, 9-18, 20-22 and 24-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Ebert et al.[US 6,247,078]. 

Regarding claims 1-2, 5, 9-10, 13-15 and 20, Ebert et al. disclose a circuit board 
module (figures 1-2 and 5), comprising: 

- a circuit board (548, figure 5) that includes a processor (550) and a slot (554) 
for connecting a memory; and 

- a connector panel (678, figure 5) that provides access to connectors (584) 
that are mounted to the circuit board (figure 5), wherein the connector panel 
and the circuit board are connected together so as to from a single (figure 5), 
integrated unit that can be installed in a computer, the connector panel 
comprising connection tab elements (both ends of the panel 678 with holes, 
figure 5) that are configured to directly connected the connector panel to a 
computer chassis. 

- Ebert et al. further disclose this pre assembly motherboard module that is 
mounted within a chassis (figures 1-2 and 5, as claimed in claim 14). 
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Regarding claims 3, 11 and 16, Ebert et al. further disclose the circuit board 
comprising openings that are adapted to receive tasters (216) that are used to secure 
the circuit board to a computer chassis (figure 2). 

Regarding claim 4, Ebert et al. disclose the circuit board being a computer 
motherboard with the processor being mounted thereon (figures 2 and 5). 

Regarding claims 6 and 17, Ebert et al. further disclose at least one connector 
being attached to the connector panel (figures 2 and 5). 

Regarding claims 7, 12 and 18, Ebert et al. disclose wherein the at least one 
connector is also mounted to the circuit board so as to securely connect the connector 
panel to the circuit board (figure 5). 

Regarding claims 21-22, 24-25, the method of manufacturing a computer would 
have been inherit in the product structures.

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-7, 9-18, 20-22 and 24-25 have 
been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
